The Government offers assistance, 
mainly by way of advice. The process 
of organization will begin. through 
study groups, and continue with in- 
corporation. In addition to fish and 
fur marketing co-operatives, there is 
considerable interest in co-operative 
stores. 


Fishermen Build Packing Plant 

Already, a packing plant has: been 
built by fishermen in the Livelong dis- 
trict, and, on their own initiative, they 
have taken first steps towards setting 
up a central marketing agency. 

At Cumberland House (established 
by Samuel Hearne in 1774), a move is 
on foot to organize a trappers’ mar- 
keting co-operative; and at Lac la 
Ronge, Indians and Metis have taken 
the initiative in setting up an unique 
enterprise — probably the first of its 
kind — a tourist guide co-operative. 
They have built an office and wharf, 
and are conducting their affairs on a 
sound business basis. 

In addition to all these, there is talk 
of co-operative savings and credit 
unions, community halls and recrea- 
tion centres. Among whites, Indians 
and Metis, there is a growing belief 


that co-operation can help to raise’ 


their standard of living.

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BEEF CATTLE EXPORTS TO U.S. ARE WELL MAINTAINED 


SEEM UNAFFECTED Seed Growers Co-op Has Satisfactory Year

Exports Purebred Dairy Cattle 
Build Up; Hog Deliveries 
Up 15 Per Cent 


BACON EXPORT POSITION 


Possible End Marshall Aid to 
Britain Prevents Lifting of 
Import Restrictions

OTTAWA, Nov. 27th. — The exports 
of beef cattle to the United States 
have been holding up very well, and 
are apparently unaffected by the free- 
ing of the Canadian dollar and letting 
it find its own level.*Up to Thursday, 
November 16th, from the first of the 
year, the number of cattle exported 
was 313,395 compared ‘with 221,755 in 
the same period of 1949, an increase of 
41 per cent. In the past three or four 
weeks the numbers have been parti- 
cularly high, exceeding all previous 
exports since the weeks immediately 
following the lifting of the export re- 
Strictions in August, 1948. 


In dairy cattle as well, that is those 
pure bred or of a very high quality, 
the trade has been building up re- 
markably well. From the first of the 
year to the same date, November 16th, 
the number of those exported this year 
has been 63,394 compared with 59,443 
in the same period of 1949, 


Cattle slaughterings this year are 
below last year, the figures being this 
year 1,100;425 and last year 1,229,776. 
The falling off has come in the past 
few weeks, but no particular signifi- 
cance is given this by officials here. 


Hog Marketings Up 


The marketings of hogs show a con- 
siderable increase over 1949, though in 
the past few weeks there has been a 
decline. For the year up to November 
15th the number of hogs is 3,736,047 
compared with 3,254,306, an increase 
of 15 per cent. In this, with the in- 
crease in stocks of available feed grain 
Which have been augmented by the 
amount of low grade wheat in the past 
season’s crop, caused by frost, there is 
the one bright side that the hog popu- 
lation will likely be growing. ‘Any 
estimate of this is, of course, not at 
present available. The marketings 
were, as is well known, largely taken 
up in the domestic market in the gen- 
eral domestic trend of eating pork in- 
stead of beef. 


Bacon Deliveries Unsatisfactory 

The deliveries on the Brilish bacon 
contract remain unsatisfactory., To 
the end of September from the first of 
the year these deliveries amounted to 
58,478,000 lbs., with clearances from 
January lst to November llth of 51,- 
838,000. This would appear a favor- 
able amount on a contract. of 60,000,000 
lbs. for the year, but of this export 27,-

Robbins, Shaunavon, Sask., who

Eliuk, Hairy Hill, Alta., won the 
barley championship, and Louis 
Wendell, Neudorf, Sask., showed 
the winning oats sample. : 

On only one other occasion 
has top place been secured by 
Durum wheat.

To Resell to Trade 


From December 1st, butter purchased 
by the Government under the Agricul- 
tural Prices Support Program, and held 
in storage,-. will be sold to the trade. 
The resale of the butter is in carload 
lots, at not less than cost plus storage 
charges. The price of butter which will 
be delivered in carload lots to city or 
town where purchaser is in business 
will be 57 cents in Ontario and Quebec, 
and will vary in other Provinces in ac- 
cord with varying costs of delivery. 

The idea is for the Government to 
come out even on the whole transac- 
tion. Some of the butter was bought 


in March and April at 58 cents and 
the remainder during the summer at 53 
cents a pound. In addition there are 
the carrying charges and costs of de- 
livery. The sale is being carried out 
by the Dairy Products Board acting as 
agent of the Agricultural Prices Sup- 
port Board. 


Britain's Position Improved 
The remarkable improvement in the 
economic position of Great Britain and 
the other countries of the sterling area 
in relation to their former heavy ad- 
verse balance of trade with the dollar 
countries augurs well for the future. 


. This adverse balance has grown much 


less, one of the reasons being the in- 
crease in British exports to Canada. 
There is, however, the possibility of 
the cessation of Marshall Plan aid to 
Britain, and to keep a firm hand on 
the economic tiller the British feel that 
they cannot cut out their import trade 
restrictions for a time at least. This 
has brought some protests from this 
country. 

The fact remains that very likely 
British imports from Canada for the 
coming months will be largely con- 
fined to some foods, metals and lum- 
ber. Actually there is no likelihood 
that wheat sales to Britain from Can- 
ada will in any way decline. As for 
bacon, the fault has been Canada’s in 
that we haven't filled our bacon con- 
tract. There is, however, a growing 


feeling in Britain, voiced in West- 


minster, that Britain must increase its 
imports from Canada at the earliest 
possible date.

While the total volume of business 
was adversely affected by the rela- 
tively poor yield of many crops 
handled by the Co-operative, owing 
to weather conditions, the year proved 
a satisfactory one, and growers se- 
cured very high returns for all seed 
handled. . 

The auditor’s report showed that the 
Co-operative is in a strong position. 
Gratification at the results achieved 
was expressed by the delegates. 

Howard P. Wright was re-elected 
President, and Detmar Thomas was 
elected Vice-President. Jack Shackle- 
ton of Brooks and J. McKay replaced 
on the Board Mort McElroy of Calgary . 
and Charles Patching of Lethbridge, 
who declined to stand. Other Direc- 
tors are James Pringle, Col. J. McK. 
Hughes, Ken Anderson, J. R. Desfosses, 
J. C. Young, and C, Antonson. 

Many Districts Will Need Seed 

Dealing in part with unfortunate 
conditions in the growing and harvest- 
ing seasons this year, Mr. Wright ex- 


-pressed the opinion that many districts 


will require large supplies of seed oats 
and barley and possibly some seed 
wheat. Among factors which have 


entered the marketing situation for 


the crop just being delivered, the Pres- 
ident mentioned the Korean war and 
the freeing of the Canadian dollar. 
Prices have dropped materially from 
the high point reached by last year’s 
crop. 

“rhe arrangement with the Alberta 
Wheat Pool and United Grain Grow- 
ers,’ said Mr. Wright, “continues to 
give satisfactory results, and many 
agents take a very active part in dis- 
tributing sacks and assembling seed. 
A number of meetings have been held 
in seed producing areas, and the story 
of the co-operative marketing of seed 
has been well received.”

ET earnings of Alberta Pool Elevators for 
the 1949-50 crop year totalled $1,314,669.61, 
and handlings totalled 49,380,178 bushels 


of grain. 


This information was given to the Alberta Wheat Pool 
delegates Convention in a report presented by R. D. Purdy, 


Manager. 
Net Earnings and Handlings 
Net earnings were $138,000 
less than in Nhe 1948-49 busi- 
ness year, mainly due to in- 
creased costs of ‘operation. 
Grain handlings were down a 
little over 4,000,000 bushels 
from the previous year, mainly 
due to the fact that the 1949-50 
crop was smaller than that of 
1948-49. The percentage of 
handlings by Alberta Pool Ele- 
vators increased during the 


year to the highest point since 


1931. 

During the 1949-50 business 
year, four new Pool Elevators 
were built, located at Drum- 
heller, Stewart, Vulcan and 
Tangent. The No. 2 Pool Ele- 
vator at Sibbald was demol- 
ished and the salvage material 
used for new construction else- 
where. 


Total Facilities 39,283,150 Bushels 

As at July 31st, 1950, the total num- 
ber of Alberta Pool country houses 
was 488 and the total number of coun- 
try annexes 449, giving a total country 
storage of 32,133,150 bushels. The 
Alberta Pool terminal at Vancouver 
has a storage capacity of 5,150,000

Evidence submitted to the Board, the daily 
newspaper points out, “indicates that most of 
our known reserves will be needed to assure 
the Province’s requirements for the next fifty 
years. On the face of it this would mean that 
Alberta probably has little if anything in the 
way of net reserves, over and above future 
Provincial needs, that could be considered as 


potentially available for export.”

According to the most recent estimates, 
Alberta’s reserves are between 5.6 and 6.4 tril- 
lion cubic feet; and the two major gas com- 
panies alone are likely to require nearly 2.25 
trillion feet by 1980, while in fifty years their 
requirements will have risen to 3.8 trillion feet. 
Their present reserves will not be sufficient to — 
meet their needs by 1960. Requirements of 
other companies operating in small cities and 
towns are not taken into account in these cal- 
culations, nor are those of new industries which” 
could be established here. Q

How extensive the use of- gas for industrial pu oses 
can become, if the agitation to provide othe VB i the 
limited number of investors who are agitating for large- 
scale export, can be resisted, was indicated by one of the 
expert witnesses. In a single field of industrial develop- 
ment, the witness stated — the chemical industry sy 
capital investment of $150,000,000 could be envisaged in 
Alberta if raw material and natural gas reserves for a 
period of 25 years and longer were assured. | 

The secretary of the Research Council of Alberta told 
the Board that the Council expects doubling or possibly 
trebling of industrial activity in this Province in the next 
fifty years. 

“It seems safe,” he said, “to assume a rate of 
increase of natural gas consumption higher than the 
rate of either population increase or industrial growth 
in Alberta.”

HOUGH rather reluctant to accept the editor’s 
invitation to participate once more to his an- 
nual Christmas Edition book page; I could not 
refuse his generous offer of space. Books are 
so important in our lives, and so often. given 
scant attention that the opportunity to write 
about them was a challenge not to be ignored. 


Medicine for the Spirit 


Books can be medicine for the spirit. Books 
can give us peace and relaxation for mind and 


heart in a world full of strife and tragedy. However, this column 
will be more in the nature of general comment than of intimate 
converse with highly significant writing. 


Canada’s Book and Publishing 
World 


A lot of interesting things 
have been happening in the 
Canadian book world in 1950. 
Early in the year both the Book 
Publishers’ Association and the 
Canadian Authors’ Association 
presented briefs to The Massey 
Royal Commission on The Arts, 
Letters and Sciences, spotlight- 
ing the difficulties under which 
Canadian writers work, and the 
handicaps under which book 
publishers and distributors op- 
erate. Surely both these agen- 
cies have an important role to 
play in Canadian cultural life. 
Why, for instance, should there 
be a 10 per cent duty and an 8 
per cent sale tax on books im- 
ported from the U.S., while 
magazines and newspapers en- 
ter free? Why the tax on ideas? 


Canadians Not Book Buyers 


The distribution of books is the re- 
sponsibility. of book publishers and 
jobbers, and in Canada this distribu- 
tion is weak and ineffective because 
sales outlets are so few even in the 
cities. This is because books are not 
profitable merchandise, and they. are 
not profitable because Canadians are 
We just naturally 
grudge paying $3.00 for a book, while 
we quite unconcernedly pend 
twice that amount on an eve en- 
tertainment, which is quite lightly for- 
gotten the next morning. A home 
where good books are bought is al- 
ways a superior home. 

Now the ironic and sad fact is that 
there are sales outlets in the remotest 
hamlets for the cheap and shoddy in 
pocket books, magazines and comics. 


aA. Not that pocket books and magazines 


are invariably shoddy; but that is the 
tendency. 
A New British Venture 


On September 29th that great British 
firm, Messrs. W. H. Smith and Son, 


q opened, with much fanfare, their new 


book and stationery store, in the heart 
of Toronto’s retail shopping centre, at 


& 224 Yonge St. This store, which is their 


three hundred and seventy-fifth store, 
and the first in the Commonwealth, is, 
of course, the last word in modern 


equipment and display. The latest ad- . 


vertising and publicity features were 
employed to capture the imagination 
of the public, and a huge crowd block- 
ed traffic on Yonge St. Many live 
Canadian authors were on hand to 
welcome prospective buyers. It will 
be very interesting to see how this ex- 
periment thrives. People who often 
find it difficult on the prairies to 
secure a special book should receive 
very satisfaetory service from this firm, 
especially in the cuse bods pub- 


lished in Britain. 
British Book Service 

Another recent book venture of sig- 
nificance is the establishment at 263 
Adelaide St West, Toronto, of British 
Book Serviee, a co-operative agency 
merchandising the books of nearly a 
score of leading British publishers, all 
part, no doubt, of Britain’s intensified 
export drive, which should result in 
British books being more easily ob- 
tained and possibly at more reason- 
able prices. It is not always realized 
that British books and magazines are 
earners of sizeable amounts of dollars. 
Unfortunately, British books are -not 
distributed as well as American books 
in Canada. 


Random Book Comment 
Rivers of America 

Some of my readers may have listen- 
ed to Sally Creighton’s lively review in 
C.B.C.’s “Critically Speaking” program, 
of Bruce Hutehison’s new book, The 
Fraser, which has just been published. 
This is one of the well known “Rivers 
of America Series,” initiated some 
years ago by the American publishers, 
Farrar and Rinehart.

A.F.A. NOTES

Livestock Freight Rates — Hugh W 
Allen, Federation Livestock Director, 
appeared before the Board of Trans- 
port Commissioners meeting in Cal- 
gary on Monday,.November 20th. 
- Our brief opposed the further in- 
creases in livestock freight rates that 
were to become effective on.October 
2nd but because of protests by the 
Federation and other organizations 
were postponed until December 15th. 

The basis of our submission was that 
freight rates are very rigid and live- 
stock prices are subject to wide fluc- 
tuations. We admitted that if live- 
stock prices remained high the indus- 
try could afford the increase. On the 
other hand we pointed out that local 
movements of livestock were being 
handled more and more by truck, and 
that if rates increased the _ trucks 
would soon be handling all assembling 
to market centres in the Province. 
Such trends would cé\ the railways 
to ask for sti gher rates on long 
hauls or the movement ‘of our com- 
modities for export purposes. This 
could in turn very seriously affect our 


~competitive position in export mar- 


kets. 

Carl Anderson, on behalf of the Live- 
stock Feeder Groups in the Brooks 
area, also submitted a brief, as did 
Kenneth Coppock for the Western 
Stock Growers’ Association.

The Directors are also presenting a 
report regarding future policy and 
finance, having in mind expansion of 


‘many of the Federation activities. 


Outside speakers will include the 
Minister of Agriculture, Hon. D. A. Ure, 
Eugene Grand from Billings, Montana, 
and Gerald Habing, President of the 
Manitoba Federation of Agriculture. 
Mr. Grand is in charge of predator 
control work in Montana. Many of 
our stockmen will be particularly in- 
terested to hear what he has to say 
regarding coyote control. Mr. Habing 
will discuss rural electrification as 
they have it in Manitoba. 

Others on the program include L. E. 
Pharis, member of the Agricultural 
Advisory Committee to the Minister 
of Agriculture, and Mrs. Winnifred 
Ross. Mrs. Ross will report on the 
work of the Canadian Research Com- 
mittee for Practical Education.

on the over-all, we shall not 
show a surplus over require- 
ment. We, therefore, go into 
1951 with no heavy surpluses 
of dairy products, and with 
market conditions somewhat 
improved over a year ago.:

have always returned reserves to 
members reaching 70 years, have 
decided that all deductions made 
the first year, or from the 1943 
crop, should be returned to the 
members concerned. Depending 
on the volume of business han- 
dled, it is planned to pay out some 

portion of reserves each year. 


All Farmers Shipping Received Benefit 


When, in October, 1949, due to a 
change in the Canada-U.S. exchange 
rate, U.S. dollars commanded a 10 per 
cent premium, Manager A. M. Smith 
pointed out, ‘all farmers delivering 
seed to us received the full benefit, 
regardless of whether they had de- 
livered seed previous to the date the 
premium went into effect or not.” Of 
the volume of sales made through the 
Winnipeg office, 25 per cent was sold 
in Canada and the balance in the U.S. 

During the year, with the help of 
the A.F.A., the Board have succeeded 
in getting permanent permission to 


ship sweet clover in bulk cars, in place — 


of the,temporary permission previously 
granted from year to year. 


Must Have Quality 

Mr. Smith said that while the Co- 
operative had been fortunate in dis- 
posing of practically all stocks of for- 
age seed from year to year, enjoying 
a seller’s market, “this may—or may 
not continue.” 

He warned all producers that 
“in future,we may not be so for- 
tunate in disposing of our weedy, 
low-grade and off-color seeds as 
we have been in the past. More 
attention must be paid to quality.” 
Growers, he stated, who “take 
special care to plant good seed 
and rogue their fields diligently 
will be rewarded.” 

The Co-operative has operated ce 
plants during the year, and sold the 
output from the plants of the Sangudo- 
Mayerthorpe Association and _ the 
Peace River Seed Growers’ Co-opera- 
tive, and full operation of the latter’s 
Grande Prairie plant was taken over 
August lst. The organization has 24 
warehouses for the receiving and dis- 
tribution of seed, and 140 agencies. It 
has five resident superintendents and 
16 fieldmen who receive, grade and 
dockage seed. U.G.G. and Pool agents 
distribute sacks and receive seed.

Mr. Smith stressed the need, in the 
interest of members, of caution in 
financing, advancing, grading and 
marketing, with a view to the future.

Germination of Seed 


In areas that suffered from frost, oats and barley 
are germinating poorly. Farmers, then, should

LOOSE STABLING FAVORED BY 
SOME AUTHORITIES 


The advantages of the loose 
stabling system for dairy cows 
include better control of mas- 
titis, in the opinion of Dr. W. E. 
Petersen, well-known American 
dairy authority. He states: 


“I have inspected a great number 
of loafing sheds and milking parlors, 
and have been impressed with this one 
fact: that the incidence of mastitis 
has been, as a rule, lower than is 
found in barns of the conventional 
type where other management factors 
seem to be at par...” 


Good Milking Job Easier@ 

Two reasons for this state of affairs 
are cited by Dr. Petersen. He believes 
that the “milking parlor’, which is a 
necessary adjunct of the loose stabling 
system, makes it easier to do a good 
job of milking; and that the plentiful 
bedding of the “loafing sheds” offers 
less danger of injury to the cows’ 
udders than arises in the stall and 
stanchion method of housing. “The 
bed is always warm,” continues Dr. 
Petersen, “and there is sufficient de- 
composition in the manure to generate 
heat, so there is little danger of the 
cows suffering from chilled udders.” 

Especially in the United States, the 
loose stabling system is reported to be 
gaining favor. One of the chief prob- 
lems is the providing of enough bed- 
ding; another is the necessity for a 
ceiling ten or twelve feet high, since 
the system usually followed is to allow

the manure to accumulate, adding 
layers of fresh bedding as necessary. 
The usual practice is to clean out the 
loafing sheds only once or twice dur- 
ing the winter. 


Hay at All Times 

Hay. is kept before the cows at all 
times, racks being arranged, in many 
cases, around a central hay mow. 
Ideally, water bowls are provided so 
that the céws can drink at will, and 
they are thus encouraged’ to eat more 
hay. More hay consumption means 
that less of the more expensive, more 
concentrated feeds are necessary. 

Advocates of the system say, too, 
that the cows are more comfortable 
and contented than when confined by 
stanchions. 

One of our Co-operative Milk Com- 
pany shippers, Joseph Schmidt of Bal- 
zac, has built a “loafing barn” this 
fall, following the principle described 
in this article, and we are watching 
the results with a great deal of inter- 
est.

go far only four Canadian rivers, the 
Mackenzie, the St. Lawrence, the Sas- 
katchewan and the Fraser, the two

The stories of rivers centre around 
the history of our pioneer_stage of de- 
velopment, so the publishers look for 
someone competent to do good histori- 
cal research as well as gifted as a 
writer. The choice of Bruce Hutchison 
to “do” the Fraser would appear to be 
a happy one. The history of the Fraser 
is, in large measure, the history of B.C. 


The Lure of Rivers 


Rivers have always intrigued me 
from childhood days. I love to follow 
rivers to their sources, preferably on 
foot, if they present formidable ob- 
stacles to canoe or boat, and the Fraser 
would offer grim challenge to both 
pedestrian and boatman. I have 
glimpsed it at many spots in its long 
tortuous 800-mile course. I have been 
at many of its sources, so Iam looking 
forward to reading Bruce Hutchison’s 
The Fraser. The advance notices are 
very favorable. 

In the early spring, Marjorie Camp- 
bell’s The Saskatchewan was publish- 
ed. Mrs. Campbell, who now lives in 
Toronto, is Saskatchewan bred, and 
one realizes that the writing of this 
book has been for her a labor of love. 
The book does come alive. I liked 
especially her story of Fort Edmonton 
and its colorful factots.

Two Notable French-Canadian Books 


A rather outstanding French-Cana- 
dian novel, which I enjoyed reading, is 
The Outlander by Germaine Guevre- 
mont (McGraw-Hill, $3.00), a tale of 
rural Quebec. It is gratifying to ped 
such books translated into English a 
widely read in Canada and the U.S. 
Too often Canadians forget or simply 
do not know that there is a consider- 
able native literature of distinction in 
Quebec, very little of which finds its 
way into English because it is not 
profitable to publish in English. 

Here is another sample of distin- 
guished writing from Quebec, Canada 
Yesterday and Today by Dr. Jean 
Bruchesi (Clarke, Irwin, $3.00). This - 
book grew out of a series of lectures 
delivered by the author at the Sor- 
bonne. It would be a wholesome ex- 
perience for us all to read a history of 
Canada written by a distinguished 
French-Canadian scholar.

The current matter of most interest 
in the wheat situation insofar as the 
farmers of the Prairie Provinces are 
concerned is the final payment on the 
1945-49 pool conducted by the Wheat 
Board. Rumors have been circulating 
throughout the West that this would 
amount to only 4c or 5c a bushel, such 
being the total amount of money in 
the hands of the Board. An effort is 
being made to have this sum increased 
substantially. 

Any such further payment must 
come from the Federal Treasury. The 
organized farmers argue that those 
who delivered wheat to the Board in 
the five years mentioned are entitled 
to consideration on these’ grounds: 
wheat prices during the war were very 
low, averaging about 85c a _ bushel 
farm price; from March, 1945, to Feb- 
ruary 17, 1947, wheat was sold for 
domestic consumption in Canada at 
30c below the export price, consumers 
being bonused to the extent of $48 
million thereby; the “have regard to” 
clause in the Canadian-United King- 
dom wheat agreement has not been 
fulfilled. 

Believe Have Sound Argument 

The wheat farmers of the West be- 
lieve they have a sound argument for 
a fairly substantial final payment. A 
delegation from the three Wheat Pools 
went to Ottawa and interviewed the 
Government on Tuesday to press the 
farmers’ case to the utmost. 

The reduction in the initial payment 
this year (from. $1.75 basis 1 Northern 
at the terminal to $1.40) together with 
the low grades and unfinished harvest- 
ing in many localities, provides a com- 
bination which is proving hard, on 
many thousands of farmers. A great 
deal of reliance is being placed on the 
final payment of the five-year pool] to 
provide additional financing in time 
of need. 

At the present time, prospects for 
improved wheat exports from Canada 
are brightening somewhat, but the 
slow movement of grain from the 
West, together with the necessity of 
drying many millions of bushels of 
tough and damp grain at the termin- 
als, is restricting the movement to 
ocean ports. It is quite possible that 
a lot of wheat will have to be moved 
by rail during the coming winter.

juice and milk, 1 lb. chopped nut 
meats. Finely chop 2 lbs. raisins, % 
lb. dates; add 2 lbs. currants, % Ib. 
citron peel, thinly sliced; dust. with 
flour and add to first. mixture. 
4 cups flour with 2 tsp. each nutmeg, 
cinnamon, baking powder and % tsp. 
salt, and add. -Line cake pans with 
several thicknesses of greased paper 
and bake 3 to 4 hours at 275 degrees F. 

Fruit Cake: Plainer than the first re- 
cipe, but still a good cake. Blend 1 
cup shortening with 2 cups brown 
sugar, add 4 eggs and 1 cup strong 
coffee, then 1 cup molasses mixed. with 
1 tsp. soda. Sift together 4 cups flour 
with 1 tsp. each salt, cloves, nutmeg 
and 2 tsp. cinnamon; add part to first 
mixture, then add 1 lb. each raisins 
and currants, then the rest of the flour, 
Bake very slowly. 

Sausage and Apple: Fry sausages. 
drain and keep hot. Fry very quickly 
thick slices of peeled and cored tart 
apples, and arrange on platter with 
the sausages.

Stresses Danger of Ergot to 
Livestock 


Any grain feed which contains' even 
one-tenth of one per cent of ergot is 
considered dangerous. to livestock, 
warns Dr: F. J. Greaney, in a recent 
bulletin of Line Elevators Farm Ser- 
vice. A very small concentration of 
ergot in feed, he points out, may cause 
abortion, so particular care should be 
taken to see that ergotized material 
is kept from mares, cows, sows and 
ewes. Ergot is caused by a fungus, . 
and the large horn-like bodies,. pur- 
plish or black, can be seen on the 
threshed grain. Such grain is a men- 
ace to stock and, of course, is also 
unfit for human consumption.
